It is essentially 
an art of balance and taking ad- 
vantage of your opponent's 
energy, Fellow takes a poke at 
you, for instance, you go in the 
same direction and take him with 
you. The idea is to use the other 
man’s energy to beat him or, in 
the language of the game, tu “con- 
quer by yielding.” If the other 
man is also a Judo expert this 
will make things more difficult. 

Throughout his discourse on 


this fascinating subject Davis 
kept generously asking me to 
take a swing at him to demon- 


strate some of his points. I soon 
learned that the Judo expert may 
clamp a hold on you that will 
break your arm neatly in three 
places, if that’s really what you 
want, or apply some force on cer- 
tain pressure points and nerve 
centres that will promptly take thr 
starch out of you. The blows may 
be administered with either the 
hand or the foot, A chop on the 
temples, larnyx or kidneys might 
prove lethal, in which case you

In a Judo match the contest- 
ants wear shorts or slacks and 
the Judo packet, a waist-length 
canvas tunic and this may be 
grasped during the affair. I is 
also considered ethical to take a 
good hold on a man’s hair or 
paralize him with a crack on his 
funny bone, but this is rare in 
friendly affairs, A man is award- 
ed a “fall” wher his opponent 
finds himself in a hopeless posi- 
tion and taps the mat. 

The Japanese apparently make 
a big thing of the courtly ap- 
proach to the sport and this is 
carried over to western expo- 
nents who emphasize good sports- 
manship. Losing the temper, for 
example, is a severe breach of 
etiquette. Actually there’s a good

OTTAWA, Jan. 19. — (CP) — 
Fifteen thousand Canadians, Am- 
ericans and Britons have tried to 
enlist in Canada’s celebrated 
Mounties since the war. 

Nearly 14,000 of them have been 
turned away by the new frontline 
guardian of the force's reputa- 
tion and requirements—the per- 
sonnel selection officer, 

In the recruiting campaign 
that began the first day of 1946, 

RCMP have added 1,064 men 
to the force which now policies 
the North, the six Prairie and 
Maritime Provinces and some 125 
towns, They have also recruited 
68 men for the marine division. 

With the exception of a few 
Britons who paid their way to 
Canada and sought enlistment, all 
Canadian-
